Dr.  Barzun  is  Dean  of  Faculties  and 
Provost  of  Columbia  University.  He  is  also 
the  outspoken  author  of  books  in  half  a 
dozen  fields  which  include  education,  history 


and  music.  One  of  them,  The  House  of  In- 
teuect,  was  on  the  best-seller  list  of  the 
New  York  Times  through  last  summer. 

The  lectureship  which  brings  him  to  the 
campus  was  established  early  in  the  century 
by  Mrs.  Lydia  Marffeet  of  Prophetstown, 
Illinois,  in  memory  of  her  late  husband,  a 
U.S.  citizen  with  a great  interest  in  Canada. 
Dean  Barzun  is  the  11th  Marffeet  Lecturer 
since  William  Howard  Taft  opened  the 
series  in  1915. 


WOODROW  WILSON  FELLOWSHIPS 


Twenty-six  University  of  Toronto  students 
were  interviewed  last  month  by  a selection 
committee  of  the  Woodrow  Wilson  National 
Fellowship  Foundation.  The  odds  are  that 
about  two-thirds  of  them  will  receive  the 
valuable  fellowships,  which  represent  the 
major  effort  on  this  continent  to  recruit  able 
students  for  careers  in  University  teaching. 

Each  Fellow  receives  $1,500  plus  free 
tuition  at  a graduate  school  of  his  own 
choice  in  Canada  or  the  United  States. 
Married  Fellows  receive  additional  funds. 
And,  for  every  Woodrow  Wilson  Fellow 
registered  in  its  courses,  a graduate  school 
receives  $2,000  from  the  Foundation  to 
strengthen  the  school’s  own  work  and  pro- 
vide additional  fellowship  funds  for  senior 
graduate  students.  The  total  possible  value 
of  each  of  the  1,200  fellowships  to  be 
awarded  this  year  throughout  Canada  and 
the  United  States  therefore  is  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  $5,000. 

Candidates  for  Fellowships  must  be  nomi- 
nated by  faculty  members,  must  be  in- 


terested in  a teaching  career  in  Arts,  must  be 
entering  the  first  year  of  graduate  work.  This 
year,  the  Toronto  staff  nominated  50  stu- 
dents, of  whom  26  advanced  to  the  inter- 
view stage.  The  selection  committee  they 
faced  was  headed  by  Professor  David  Savan, 
the  first  Canadian  to  be  chairman  of  the 
Foundation’s  Region  III,  which  covers  all 
Ontario  and  non-metropolitan  New  York 
State. 

Professor  Savan  and  his  colleagues  from 
other  regional  campuses  interviewed  a total 
of  49  students  from  Ontario  universities  and 
101  from  New  York  State  during  two  week- 
end marathons  in  Toronto  and  Syracuse. 
From  the  150  students  they  met,  102  will 
receive  Fellowships.  Awards  will  be  an- 
nounced next  month. 

Last  year,  40  Canadian  students  received 
Fellowships,  and  21  of  them  were  studying 
at  Ontario  universities  and  colleges.  At  the 
same  time,  the  Foundation  awarded  $24,000 
to  Canadian  graduate  schools,  $18,000  of  it 
to  the  University  of  Toronto.

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GRADUATE  STUDENTS 
UP  15  PER  CENT 


Total  registration  this  year  is  14,882,  an 
inerease  of  about  6/2  per  cent  over  last  year’s. 
The  increase  was  far  from  even,  however, 
and  several  faculties  reported  a decline  in 
number  of  students. 

Nursing  reported  the  largest  rise  in  regis- 
tration among  the  degree  courses:  from  136 
to  166  students,  a 22  per  cent  increase  over 
last  year.  Graduate  Studies  continued  its 
growth  of  recent  years  by  registering  1,665 
full-time  and  part-time  students,  an  increase 
of  15  per  cent.  Forestry  registration  also 
rose  by  about  15  per  cent  while  Dentistry, 
reflecting  in  part  expanded  facilities,  rose 
11/2  per  cent.  Arts,  accounting  for  half  the 
undergraduate  population,  increased  nine 
per  cent  to  6,748. 

Applied  Science  and  Engineering  has 
1,903  students,  a drop  of  slightly  less  than 
four  per  cent  from  last  year  probably 
caused  largely  by  industrial  conditions. 
Architecture  and  Education  reported  some- 


what larger  proportional  decreases  in  stu- 
dents working  towards  degrees.  O.C.E.  re- 
ported a large  increase  in  its  certificate 
courses.

TAYLOR  HEADS  U.  of  A.  IN  CALGARY 


Dr.  Malcolm  G.  Taylor  leaves  the  Univer- 
sity April  1 to  become  Principal  of  the  new 
University  of  Alberta  in  Calgary.  Dr.  Walter 
H.  Johns,  president  of  the  University  of 
Alberta,  said  that  Dr.  Taylor  would  also 
have  the  status  of  vice-president. 

“My  colleagues  and  I are  sorry  to  lose 
such  a distinguished  scholar  and  associate,” 
said  President  Claude  Bissell.  “We  take 
pride,  however,  in  Dr.  Taylor’s  election  to 
this  high  office,”  Dr.  Bissell  continued.  “He 
is  the  second  member  of  our  staff  to  become 
the  head  during  this  academic  year  of  a 
Canadian  institution  of  higher  learning. 
(The  first  was  Dr.  Murray  G.  Ross,  now 
president  of  York  University).  This  is  a 
vivid  illustration  of  the  way  the  University 
of  Toronto  is  contributing  to  the  develop- 
ment of  higher  education  in  Canada.” 

Now  44,  Dr.  Taylor  returns  to  his  native 
Alberta  after  many  achievements  in  other 
parts  of  Canada  and  in  the  United  States. 
His  most  recent  honour  was  election  as 
national  president  of  the  Institute  of  Public 
Administration  in  Canada. 

Said  Dean  Vincent  W.  Bladen:  “Malcolm 
Taylor  has  been  for  nine  years  a most 


valuable  member  of  the  Department  of  Poli- 
tical Economy,  particularly  for  his  work  in 
Public  Administration.  He  has  been  a very 
effective  teacher  in  undergraduate  and 
graduate  classes;  he  has  been  continuously 
active  in  research  as  is  shown  by  his  two 
recent  books  on  health  insurance  (a  third 
is  almost  completed);  as  a consultant  he 
played  an  important  part  in  the  development 
of  the  Hospital  Plan  in  Ontario  and  his 
advice  was  sought  by  several  other  prov- 
inces; in  the  Division  of  University  Extension 
he  organized  and  conducted  classes  for 
groups  of  civil  servants,  federal,  provincial 
and  municipal,  helping  them  to  face  wisely 
and  courageously  the  day  to  day  problems 
of  government  in  this  rapidly  changing 
economy. 

“We  lose  much  in  Professor  Taylor’s  move 
to  Calgary:  but  Alberta,  and  indeed  Canada, 
will  gain  more  than  we  lose.  And  as  a close 
friend  of  Malcolm  Taylor  I welcome  his 
appointment  as  giving  him  an  opportunity 
to  render  great  service  and  to  enjoy  high 
achievement.  The  University  of  Alberta  has 
shown  wisdom  in  its  choice.  I congratulate 
them  and  him.” 
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THE  UNIVERSITY  AND  TELEVISION 


The  allocation  of  up  to  19/2  hours  of 
television  a week  for  adult  education  and 
school  broadcasts  is  being  sought  by  the 
University  and  other  members  of  the  Metro- 
politan Educational  Television  Association 
(META)  of  Toronto.  Their  request  is  made 
in  a brief  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Broad- 
cast Governors,  which  next  month  will  hear 
applications  for  a second  television  license 
in  the  Toronto  area. 

The  brief  suggests  that  time  for  educa- 
tional broadcasts  be  shared  by  the  existing 
CBC  station  and  the  new  licensee  on  Chan- 
nel 9.  It  asks  for  IO/2  hours  of  educational 
broadcasting  each  week  during  the  academic 
year  1961-62,  and  for  the  total  time  to 
increase  to  I9I2  hours  as  the  META  members 
expand  resources  and  gain  experience.  A 
smaller  number  of  hours  is  requested  during 
the  summer  months. 

Members  of  META  are  the  University,  the 
Toronto  Board  of  Education,  the  Board  of 
Education  for  the  Township  of  North  York, 
the  Toronto  Public  Library,  the  Art  Gallery 
of  Toronto,  the  Royal  Ontario  Museum  and 
the  Etobicoke  Board  of  Education.  The 
newly-formed  organization  plans  to  function 
as  a clearing  house  for  information  about 
educational  television,  and  in  the  absence  of 
an  educational  television  station  in  this  area 
as  a co-ordinator  on  educational  telecasts 
with  the  CBC  and  the  new  commercial 
licensee. 

In  the  brief,  it  asks  for  five  hours  of  tele- 
vision a week  during  the  first  year  for 
general  adult  education,  credit  and  non- 
crcdit  courses  and  special  broadcasts,  five 
hours  a week  for  elementary  and  secondary 
school  broadcasts,  and  half  an  hour  a week 
for  teacher  training.  By  the  third  year,  these 
totals  would  rise  to  10  hours,  8/2  hours  and 
one  hour  respectively.  They  would  include 
some  prime  evening  time,  as  well  as  less 
valuable  periods  early  in  the  morning  and 


evening,  over  the  weekend  and— for  school 
broadcasts— during  classroom  hours. 

META  predicts  that  Toronto  eventually 
will  have  its  own  educational  television 
station,  but  adds  that  this  is  not  the  time 
to  establish  it. 

In  another  brief  to  the  Board  of  Broadcast 
Governors  last  November,  META  urged  the 
reservation  of  channels  across  Canada  for 
educational  television;  denying  educators 
use  of  TV,  it  warned,  would  be  similar  to 
denying  them  the  use  of  movable  type.  At 
that  time,  it  suggested  TV  may  help  solve 
some  of  the  problems  facing  educators  to- 
day: rising  enrolments,  shortage  of  qualified 
teachers,  mounting  costs  of  buildings  and 
equipment,  and  a rapidly  growing  interest 
in  adult  education.  It  might  also  perform 
some  functions  better  than  present  methods 
using  textbooks,  META  added. 

“We  in  no  way  suggest  that  educational 
television  will  ever  replace  the  classroom 
and  the  classroom  teacher.  There  is  some 
evidence,  however,  that  when  used  wisely, 
educational  television  can  relieve  the  teacher 
of  some  of  his  ‘imparting  of  knowledge’ 
responsibilities,  giving  him  more  time  for 
individual  assistance.  And  it  can  bring  to  the 
aid  of  the  teacher,  and  face  to  face  with 
each  student,  the  specialist  in  each  of  the 
subjects  in  the  curriculum,”  it  said. 

“The  opportunity  of  extending  into  the 
classrooms  and  homes  of  the  nation,  by 
means  of  television,  the  rich  storehouses  of 
the  school,  the  library,  the  art  gallery,  the 
museum,  and  the  university  now  is  possible. 
Here  at  last  is  the  means  to  make  education 
universally  available.” 

The  University’s  interest  in  educational 
television  dates  back  to  the  early  years  of 
the  industry  in  Canada,  when  Dr.  Sidney 
Smith  appointed  a committee  on  television 
to  act  as  a liaison  with  the  CBC.

shows  lumped  together  under  the  title,  “Ex- 
ploring Minds”,  the  University  committee 
proposed  the  successful  format  now  in  its 
third  season:  one  or  two  senior  professors 
giving  a series  of  lectures  in  a specific 
field. 

Dr.  Williams  led  off  with  a series  on 
psychology  in  the  autumn  of  1957.  The 
next  year,  Dr.  J.  N.  P.  Hume  and  Dr.  D.  G. 
Ivey  were  so  successful  in  “Focus  on 
Physics”  that  the  CBC  asked  them  to  return 
to  the  network  as  a summer  replacement 
show.  Last  fall.  Professors  C.  R.  Parsons  and 
J.  A.  Walker  lectured  over  television  on 
French  literature  and  language  and  currently 
Dr.  W.  M.  Tovell,  with  four  colleagues,  is 
delivering  a series  on  geology. 

Nevertheless,  it  was  obvious  to  Dr.  Wil- 
liams and  others  that  the  CBC’s  cross- 
Canada  responsibilities  made  it  an  unsatis- 
factory vehicle  for  educational  television 
directed  to  local  audiences.  The  problem 


became  critical  when  the  Board  of  Broadcast 
Governors  began  formulating  Canada’s  first 
long-term  policy  and  rules  for  the  TV  in- 
dustry. Dr.  Williams,  by  now  director  of  the 
Division  of  University  Extension  as  well  as 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Television, 
called  together  an  ad  hoc  committee  of 
educational  and  cultural  groups,  including 
the  local  school  boards,  the  Art  Gallery, 
Public  Library,  Museum  and  Ryerson  In- 
stitute of  Technology.  The  result  was 
META. 

During  the  formative  period,  adminis- 
trative costs  were  borne  by  the  division 
of  University  Extension;  now,  however, 
META  is  a formally-constituted  body  with 
its  own  schedule  of  fees,  ranging  from  $50 
for  the  seven  active  members  to  $10  for 
individuals  who  join  as  sustaining  members. 
Since  its  formal  organization,  META  has 
received  applieations  for  membership  from 
other  local  bodies.
